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A  Championship  March

Only  a  few  college  basketball  teams  were  still  playing 
in  late  March,  and  that's  because  they  were  the  best  in  the 
country — teams  like  Indiana,  North  Carolina,  national 
junior  college  champion  Louisburg...and  the  Lady  Bears 
of  Lenoir-Rhyne  College. 

And  although  the  Lady  Bears  did  not  bring  an  Associ- 
ation of  Intercollegiate  Athletics  for  Women  (AIAW)  Divi- 
sion II  national  championship  back  to  Hickory,  they  came 
closer  to  the  ultimate  prize  than  any  L-R  basketbal  I  team 
in  history,  winding  up  fourth  in  the  national  tournament. 

The  Lady  Bears,  who  finished  the  year  27-8  after  mak- 
ing their  second  straight  appearance  in  the  national 
event,  did  it  with  a  combination  of  aggressive  defense, 
excellent  scoring  balance,  intelligent  play  and  a  special 
character  that  enabled  the  L-R  women  to  take  a  1 2-game 
winning  streak  into  the  Final  Four  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  despite 
having  lost  two  starters  to  knee  injuries  early  in  the  year. 

In  fact,  it  was  probably  that  "special  character"  that 
helped  L-R  overcome  that  adversity.  That  is  what  Lady 
Bear  head  coach  Pat  Smith,  who  has  compiled  a  brilliant 
94-24  mark  at  L-R  in  her  four  years,  seems  to  think. 

"I  really  believe  there  were  two  main  differences  be- 
tween this  year's  team  and  last  year's,"  says  Smith,  whose 
Lady  Bears  fell  just  one  basket  short  of  the  Final  Four  a  year 
ago.  "I  think  the  team  as  a  whole  this  season  showed  more 
gutsiness — a  lot  of  times  they  just  refused  to  get  beat  when 
things  were  looking  bad.  And  I  do  think  that  all  those 
freshmen  and  sophomores  from  last  year,  as  a  result  of 
playing  in  the  national  tournament,  really  matured  quite  a 
bit." 

Smith,  whose  concern  for  her  players  reaches  far 
beyond  the  confinesof  the  court,  also  points  to  an  unusual 
preseason  experience  for  herteam  as  an  important  factor. 
The  Lady  Bears  spent  a  weekend  in  the  fall  at  Outward 
Bound  in  Burke  County,  facing  the  challenges  of  rock- 
climbing,  sleeping  out,  preparing  their  own  meals  and 
the  like.  "That  was  the  first  time  that  this  group  was  as- 
sembled in  one  place  for  a  special  cooperative  effort," 
Smith  notes,  "and  I  think  each  of  them  learned  something 
different  from  that.  More  than  anything,  it  gave  them  all 
one  thing  to  come  together  about — whether  to  laugh 
about  it  or  complain  about  it.  But  I  do  think  that  helped 
make  us  a  team." 

However,  the  season  got  off  to  an  inauspicious  debut; 
despite  an  83-65  win  over  Gardner-Webb  in  the  opener, 
all-Region  II  pjayer  Donna  EIrod  injured  a  knee  and  did 
not  play  another  minute.  There  went  14.5  points,  better 
than  four  assists  a  game  and  the  team  leader  in  steals. 
And  the  Lady  Bears  did  struggle  to  a  6-4  mark  in  mid- 
January. 

Then,  in  the  1 4th  game  of  the  season  at  the  Foxy  Lady 
Invitational  Tournament,  the  Lady  Bears  romped  past  Wil- 
liam and  Mary  102-59,  and  Marisa  Carmody  went  down 
with  a  knee  injury  and  was  through  for  the  year.  The 
sophomore  had  been  averaging  12.5  points  and  more 


than  seven  rebounds  per  contest.  But  after  losing  to  Fran- 
cis Marion  in  the  finals  of  that  tourney,  the  Lady  Bears 
would  lose  only  once  more  in  two  months  before  their  trip 
to  Dayton. 

In  the  process,  the  L-R  women  captured  the  imagina- 
tion of  area  fans  with  their  exciting,  aggressive  play. 
There  were  lots  of  reasons  for  their  success:  the  overall 
brilliance  of  all-American  Brenda  Hairston;  the  rebound- 
ing of  steady  Mary  Loree  and  the  improvement  of  Caria 
McPhaul,  who  became  eligible  after  Christmas;  the  out- 
side shooting  of  Marcene  Edwards;  the  defensive  excel- 
lence of  Leisa  Norris;  a  deep  bench.  As  a  result,  the  Lady 
Bears  scored  a  record  121  points  against  Mars  Hill,  led  a 
nationally-ranked  Elon  team  by  a  whopping  27  points  at 
halftime  and  then  proceeded  to  put  together  a  string  of 
tournament  victories  on  their  home  floor  at  Shuford  Gym- 
nasium.

That  home  floor  edge  was  almost  negated  in  the  first 
game  of  the  North  Carolina  state  tournament  in  late  Feb- 
ruary, when  the  Lady  Bears  struggled  to  slip  past  North 
Carolina  A&T  55-53.  But  L-R  followed  by  whipping  UNCO 
and  High  Point,  the  latter  for  the  state  title,  and  it  was  then 
that  Smith  realized  something  special  was  happening. 

"I  don't  think  it  was  until  after  we  won  the  state  champi- 
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onship,  when  I  looked  at  (assistant  coach)  Pat  Furr  and 
said,  'can  you  believe  this?'  It  wasn't  that  I  didn't  think  we 
could,  but  I  just  wasn't  sure  that  we  would  after  all  the 
injuries.  I  thought  we  had  the  potential  to  be  a  strong  team, 
but  I  didn't  know  how  far  we  would  go." 

The  answer  was  simple — about  as  far  as  a  team  could 
go.  The  tough  Region  II  tournament  in  Hickory  followed, 
and  L-R  blasted  Kentucky  state  champion  Camp- 
bellsville  84-54,  survived  a  tough  overtime  victory  over 
powerful  South  Carolina  State  75-72  (a  game  in  which  the 
Lady  Bears  blew  a  seven-point  lead  in  the  final  minute 
and  came  back  to  win),  and  won  the  championship  over 
eventual  national  runner-up  Col  lege  of  Charleston,  75-66, 
before  a  large  crowd.

"Winning  the  regional  tournament  was  probably  the 
highlight  of  our  season  because  it  is  reputed  to  be  the 
toughest  in  the  nation,"  says  Smith.  Hairston  was  the  Most 
Valuable  Player  in  the  regional  and  McPhaul  poured  in  26 
points  to  lead  the  Lady  Bears  into  the  nationals  once 
again. 

Hickory  was  one  of  four  sites  across  the  country  to  host 
the  first  two  rounds  of  the  national  event,  and  the  Lady 
Bears  drew  Biola  of  California  in  the  opening  round — a 
team  that  had  been  ranked  number  two  in  the  country.  The 
Lady  Eagles  featured  Young  Ran  Cho,  a  six-year  South 
Korean  national  team  player  who  was  averaging  28 
points  per  game.  But  Cho  was  held  in  check  by  the  Lady 
Bear  defense  and  the  L-R  press  forced  22  turnovers  in  an 
83-59  romp.  It  was  never  really  close. 

Then  Abilene  Christian  of  Texas  stood  between  the 
Lady  Bears  and  a  trip  to  Dayton.  ACU,  with  a  29-6  mark, 
was  led  by  former  Pan  American  team  player  Bonnie 
Buchanan  and  6-5  Janice  Mulford.  Buchanan  didn't  hurt 


the  Lady  Bears  but  Mulford  did — she  poured  in  48  points. 
However,  one  can't  beat  five  (all  five  L-R  starters  scored  in 
double  figures)  and  Lenoir-Rhyne  had  an  88-75 
victory. . ,  it  was  on  to  Dayton. 

Two  busloads  of  fans,  including  the  almost  interna- 
tionally known  Amazing  Animals  cheering  contingent, 
and  a  whole  host  of  others  who  drove  the  10-hour  trip 
themselves,  were  on  hand  in  the  13,455-seat  University  of 
Dayton  arena  when  L-R  took  on  William  Penn  College  of 
Oskaloosa,  Iowa,  who  entered  the  Final  Four  with  an 
incredible  41-3  record. 

But  the  fans  fell  quiet  early,  as  the  Lady  Bears  fell 
behind  against  the  huge  Penn  front  line  and  were  on  the 
short  end  of  a  42-17  halftime  score.  L-R  played  the 
tournament-tough  Lady  Statesmen  even  in  the  second  half 
but  could  get  no  closer  than  19  thereafter  in  the  71-46 
defeat. 


L-R's  Marcene  Edwards  Fires  Against 
Cal  Poly-Pomona 

Consolation  games  are  of  little  consolation  to  anybody, 
and  the  Lady  Bears'  Sunday  afternoon  performance  in  the 
third-place  game  against  Cal  Poly-Pomona  was  not  a  good 
one.  L-R  took  an  85-65  loss  to  wind  up  fourth  in  the  nation 
while  William  Penn  beat  College  of  Charleston  64-51  for 
the  national  championship. 

"I  was  disappointed  that  we  apparently  peaked  a  little 
early,"  Smith  says.  "We  certainly  didn't  play  as  well  as  we 
are  capable  of  in  the  Final  Four.  I  think  we  also  got  a  little 
spoiled  by  playing  all  those  games  at  home  in  the  state, 
regional  and  national  tournaments  before  going  to  Dayton. 
The  crowds  were  great  at  home  and  even  though  we  had  an 
excellent  following  in  Dayton,  it's  a  lot  different  playing 
away  from  home.  But  winning  the  national  championship 
had  not  really  been  our  primary  goal  for  the  season — until 
we  got  a  chance  to  go,  we  really  hadn't  said,  'hey,  we  really 
can  go  all  the  way'. 

"Realistically,  our  goals  were  to  win  the  state  champi- 
onship again,  place  in  the  top  two  in  the  regional  to  get  a 
berth  in  the  nationals,  anddobetterthan  wehad  lastyearin 
national  play.  We  did  accomplish  those  goals." 

And  certainly  the  outlook  would  be  bright  for  the 
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1981-82  Lady  Bears,  for  although  seniors  Loree  and 
McPhaul  graduate,  everybody  else  returns  and  10  players 
on  the  team  scored  more  than  100  points  this  year. 

"Each  and  every  year  is  a  completely  new  one,"  says 
the  L-R  coach,  "with  completely  new  people.  Even  the 
players  that  come  back  have  changed  or  grown  in  some 
fashion,  so  you  have  to  reevaluate  your  personnel  even  if 
you  have  the  same  players.  Yourgoals  have  to  be  adjusted 
accordingly  and  made  in  regard  to  the  team. 

"But  we  are  looking  forward  to  next  season  and  we  do 
have  one  goal  that  we  have  every  year.  We  want  every 
player  to  do  the  best  that  she  can  do,  within  her 
capabilities.  No  matter  what  the  record,  if  we  can  do  that 
every  year  we've  been  successful." 

But  the  1980-81  Lady  Bears  of  Len'oir-Rhyne  have 
earned  their  permanent  niche  in  the  record  book. 

It  was  truly  a  championship  March.

The  recent  fourth-place  finish  by  Lenoir-Rhyne 
College's  Lady  Bears  in  the  Association  of  Intercol- 
legiate Athletics  for  Women  (AIAW)  Division  II  na- 
tional basketball  tournament  was  capped  by  a  cou- 
ple of  individual  honors  for  an  L-R  player. 

Walnut  Cove  junior  Brenda  Hairston  was  named 
to  the  AIAW  Division  II  ail-American  team  which  was 
announced  following  the  championship  game  in 
Dayton,  Ohio.  She  was  also  named  to  the  all- 
Championship  team  from  the  Final  Four,  where  the 
Lady  Bears  finished  fourth  after  losses  to  eventual 
champion  William  Penn  of  Iowa  and  to  Cal  Poly- 
Pomona  in  the  third-place  game. 

Hairston  finished  the  season  with  a  21.8  points 
per  game  scoring  average,  tops  on  the  Lady  Bears, 
and  led  L-R  in  just  about  every  statistical  category. 
She  was  the  leading  rebounder  with  7.4  caroms  per 
game,  shot  a  team-high  80.4  percent  from  the  foul 
line,  was  by  far  the  team  leader  in  assists  at  4.6  per 
game  and  also  had  a  team-high  118  steals. 

Consistency  is  the  mark  of  an  outstanding  player, 
and  Hairston  scored  in  double  figures  in  all  but  one 
game  this  season,  including  26  in  a  row.  She  was 
over  30  points  six  times  and  poured  in  a  career-high 
40  against  William  and  Mary.  She  had  23  points  to  go 
with  lOassists  against  Campbell,  an  indication  of  her 
unselfishness. 

The  5-8  wing  player  broke  five  L-R  individual 
season  records  this  year,  including  most  points 
(764),  most  assists  (1 62)  and  most  steals  (1 1 8).  She 
is  already  second  on  the  all-time  Lady  Bear  scoring 
list  with  1,897  points,  just  196  behind  all-time  leader 
Sally  Reid,  and  should  take  over  the  top  spot  rela- 
tively early  next  season. 

Hairston  is  the  first  AIAW  all-American  ever  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne,  as  the  balloting  was  done  by  AIAW 
coaches  across  the  nation.  Brenda  is  already  a 
three-time  all-state  selection  and  was  the  MVP  in  the 
1981  Region  II  tournament. 

"We  were  all  just  delighted  when  they  called  out 
Brenda's  name  at  Dayton  to  receive  her  al l-American 
award,"  said  L-R  coach  Pat  Smith.  "She  has  made  a 
very  valuable  contribution  to  the  team,  not  just  this 
year,  but  in  the  previous  two  as  well.  I  think  it's  ap- 
propriate that  someone  with  her  ability  would  make 
first-team  all-American;  she's  done  a  whole  lot  to 
establish  the  basketball  program  as  a  whole  and  I 
think  it's  experienced  steady  growth  since  she's 
been  here.  Brenda  has  been  an  important  part  of 
Lady  Bear  basketball  for  three  years  and  we  look 
forward  to  her  contributions  next  year,  too." 


He  Changed  The  Face 
Of  The  Place  He  Lives

'26,  has  played  a  major  role  in  developing  those  facilities, 
and  the  following  article  is  reprinted  in  his  honor.  The 
editor  appreciates  the  thorough  research  and  excellent 
writing  of  Joan  Murphy,  Business  Editor  of  "The  Hickory 
Daily  Record";  the  outstanding  photography  of  Peter  l\/lor- 
ris.

In  1926,  a  new  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  graduate  picked 
Hickon/  as  his  home,  never  dreaming  that  his  skills  and  the 
skills  of  people  he  gathered  around  him  would  so  change 
the  face  of  the  place  he  had  chosen  to  live. 

Robert  Lee  Clemmer,  the  dean  of  Hickory  area  ar- 
chitects, has  just  retired  from  practice  and  from  the  chair- 
manship of  the  company  he  founded  nearly  half  a  century 
ago.  Clemmer,  Bush,  Sills,  Abernethy  Inc.  will  continue 
with  Robert  Edward  Bush  as  president,  Ernest  K.  Sills  and 
Fred  C.  Abernethy  as  vice  presidents,  and  Edith  Deal 
Morrison  as  secretary -treasurer. 

Back  in  1922,  the  18-year-old  college  freshman  from 
Stanley  had  a  plan.  It  called  for  two  years  at  Lenoir-Rhyne, 
then  a  final  two  years  studying  engineering  at  North 
Carolina  A&M  College  (now  North  Carolina  State  Univer- 
sity). 


"I  knew  1  wanted  to  do  something  in  building,  but  I  don't 
know  that  the  word  architect  was  even  in  my  vocabulary," 
he  said.  "I  certainly  hadn't  thought  of  it  as  a  profession." 

Whatever  course  his  studies  took,  Clemmer  knew  he 
would  have  to  provide  most  of  the  funding.  "My  father  —  a 
small-time  contractor  and  a  very  excellent  carpenter  — 
helped  all  he  could  but  the  money  just  wasn't  there." 

Clemmer  never  got  to  engineering,  and  he  never  got  to 
North  Carolina  A&M.  At  the  end  of  his  sophomore  year,  he 
dropped  out  of  college  to  earn  money  teaching  and  serv- 
ing as  the  first  principal  of  Bethlehem  Elementary  School  in 
Alexander  County. 

A  year  later,  having  returned  to  school  and  caught  up 
with  his  class,  the  college  senior  began  taking  a  corre- 
spondence course  in  drafting — "the  best  thing  I  could  put 
my  hand  on  at  the  time." 

In  1926,  college  and  correspondence  course  behind 
him,  Clemmer  started  down  the  road  that  was  to  lead  to  a 
career  in  architecture,  and  he  started  calling  Hickory 

home. 

His  first  job  was  that  of  draftsman  for  V.O.  Sipe,  a  brick 
masonry  subcontractor  who  soon  would  join  plastering 
subcontractor  Grover  R.  Herman  in  the  formation  of 
Herman-Sipe  &  Co. 

Answering  an  advertisement  in  a  trade  magazine,  he 
left  Hickory  for  a  job  as  a  draftsman  with  ReynoldsTobacco 
Co.  in  Winston-Salem.  But,  by  late  1927,  Clemmer  was 
back,  working  for  R.M.  Perry,  general  contractor  and 
founder  of  Perry  Armature  Co. 
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Finally,  in  1934,  with  sufficient  experience  behind  him, 
Clemmer  became  a  registered  architect  and  went  to  work 
for  himself.  The  only  other  architect  in  town  was  Q.  E. 
Herman,  Grover  Herman's  uncle. 

That  was  44  years  ago  and  Clemmer's  company  has 
been  operating  continuously  in  Hickory  ever  since,  with 
the  exception  of  about  18  months  during  World  War  II. 

"The  minute  Pearl  Harbor  was  invaded  and  Hitler  cut 
loose  over  in  Europe,  all  building  stopped,  ipso  facto,  right 
there,"  he  said.  "Architects  could  only  take  their  experi- 
ence and  talents  and  fit  in  anywhere  they  could." 

Clemmer  helped  contractors  and  architects  on  Moore 
General  Hospital  in  Swannanoa  before  moving  on  to 
Georgia  and  then  to  an  air  base  project  in  South  Carolina.

He  next  went  to  Wilmington,  helping  the  reactivated 
Home  Owners  Loan  Corp.  rehabilitate  abandoned  build- 
ings for  use  as  emergency  housing  for  defense  workers. 
Finally,  he  joined  Akers  Motor  Lines  in  Gastonia,  assisting 
however  he  could  in  that  company's  building  projects. 

Although  Clemmer  is  grateful  for  the  experience  his 
diversified  wartime  jobs  gave  him,  he  recalls  the  tenuous 
interlude  as  "a  horrible  but  interesting  experience ...  a  time 
when  I  had  to  be  separated  from  my  family." 

His  forced  separation  from  home  ended  in  1 944  when 
he  received  a  call  from  a  group  of  doctors  converting  the 
old  Catawba  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital  into  (the 
former)  Catawba  Hospital  in  Newton.  "They  wanted  to 
build  immediately  and,  being  a  hospital,  it  rated  priority." 

Clemmer  was  back  in  Catawba  County. 

"I  turned  out  that  job  and  began  to  pick  up  other  little 
odds  and  ends  —  fire  damage  repair  and  such  that  the 
War  Production  Board  would  allow  —  anything  that  would 
let  me  eat  and  take  care  of  my  family,"  Clemmer  said.  "I 
was  back  in  practice  and  I've  been  at  it  ever  since." 

While  he  has  been  at  it,  Clemmer  has  amassed  an 
enviable  list  of  accomplishments,  both  personal  and  pro- 
fessional. He  became  aFellow  in  the  American  Instituteof 
Arch itects  and  twice  headed  the  institute's  North  Carolina 
chapter.  He  served  as  vice  president  of  the  North 
Carolina  Association  of  Professions,  and  was  appointed 
by  former  Gov.  Dan  Moore  as  a  memberof  the  state  Board 
of  Architecture. 

Clemmer  earned  a  listing  in  Who's  Who  and  received 
Lenoir-Rhyne's  Distinguished  Alumnus  Award  in  1965. 
He  was  a  directorof  the  Catawba  Valley  Executives  Club, 
president  of  Kiwanis,  and  vice  president  of  the  Hickory 
Urban  Redevelopment  Commission.  At  Holy  Trinity 
Lutheran  Church,  he  was  Sunday  School  superintendent 
for  1 0  years  and  has  served  on  the  church  counci I  for  45 
years. 

And,  of  course,  he  designed  buildings;  all  sorts  of 
buildings;  award-winning  buildings.  In  Hickory  and 
Catawba  County,  to  the  east  and  to  the  west,  buildings 
designed  by  Clemmer  and  company  dotted  the  land- 
scape. 

"I've  been  extra  fortunate,"  he  said,  "and  a  heck  of  a 
lot  of  the  credit  goes  to  a  lot  of  business  people  and 
friends  who  have  helped  me  along  the  road.  People  who 
had  faith  in  me  and  would  say  a  good  word  for  me  here 
and  there. 

"I  cannot  give  too  much  credit  to  Frank  Horton,  my 
former  co-worker  and  partner,  for  43  years  of  dedicated 
service  and  contribution  to  our  firm  and  to  the  entire 
community  before  he  passed  on  in  November  1975," 
Clemmer  said. 

And  he  added,  "God  has  given,  atthis  stage  in  my  life, 
men  like  Robert  Bush,  Fred  Abernethy  and  Ernest  Sills, 
and  women  like  Edith  Morrison  and  (staff  members)  Bar- 
bara Renfro  '59  and  Frances  Hefner.  I  can't  give  too  much 
credit  to  the  people  who  have  come  my  way;  those  people 
who  are  durable  and  have  stayed."

Alumni  Awards  Revised 


Following  action  taken  by  the 
Alumni  Board  of  Directors  at  its  Fall 
meeting  in  November,  the  1 981  Alumni 
Association  awards  will  have  a  slightly 
different  look  when  they  are  presented 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  May  2. 

The  decisions  to  revise  the  awards 
system  were  made  following  a  year- 
long study  by  a  task  force  chaired  by 
Nancy  Broome  Thomason  '42  of  Hick- 
ory. 

Traditionally,  the  Association  pre- 
sents a  Distinguished  Alumnus  Award 
to  that  alumnus  who  has  achieved  dis- 
tinction in  his/her  particular  field  of  en- 
deavor. While  there  is  no  change  in  the 
criteria  for  the  award,  a  major  revision 
has  been  made  in  the  gifts  presented 
as  symbolic  of  the  award. 

In  addition  to  receiving  a  framed 
certificate,  a  scholarship  grant  will  be 
presented  to  a  rising  senior  who  has 
demonstrated  character  and  leader- 
ship qualities  consistent  with  the  prin- 
ciples of  Lenoir-Rhyne  and  the  Alumni 


Association  in  honor  of  the  Distin- 
guished Alumnus. 

The  name  'Distinguished  Service 
Award'  has  been  changed  to  'Service 
Award'  and  re-defined  as  follows: 
Eacli  year  tlie  Alumni  Association 
may  present  up  to  three  (3)  Service 
Awards.  These  awards  may  be  pre- 
sented to  an  individual  or  group  who 
has  been  of  outstanding  service  to 
the  Alumni  Association,  in  his  home 
community,  or  to  the  college.  Em- 
phasis should  be  placed  on  the  dis- 
tinctiveness of  the  service  during  the 
year.  The  recipient  should  reflect  the 
principles  of  the  college. 
The  new  guidelines  for  the  'Service 
Awards'  indicate  that,  a)  one  award 
may  be  considered  for  that  alumnus 
who  gave  outstandingly  to  the  college 
through  the  projects  of  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation —  one  who  contributed  the 
most  to  the  Association  during  the  year; 
b)  one  award  may  be  given  to  that 
alumnus  for  unusual  or  exemplary  ser- 


vice to  the  recipient  community, 
church,  etc.  (instead  of  service  to  the 
college);  c)  one  award  may  be  granted 
to  the  person  or  group  in  the  commun- 
ity who  has  served  the  college  through 
the  years,  but  especially  so  during  the 
year  of  selection.  Faculty,  staff  or  in- 
stitutions may  also  be  recognized  in 
this  way. 

Service  Award  recipients  will  con- 
tinue to  receive  a  framed  certificate 
and  all  recipients  who  are  non-alumni 
will  have  an  'honorary  alumnus'  desig- 
nation given  them.

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Forum  Speaker  Promotes 
Polish  Freedom  Movement 


A  recent  visitor  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  spoke  on  be- 
half of  the  freedom  movement  in  Poland  and  told  his  audi- 
ences that  Polish  free  labor  forces  represent  the  will  of  the 
people. 

Tadeusz  Walendowski  (pronounced  Vahl-en-doff- 
skee)  was  a  member  of  the  much-publicized  Solidarity 
organization  until  he  and  his  wife,  Anna,  were  expelled 
from  Poland  in  1 979.  Since  coming  to  the  U.S.  at  that  time, 
Walendowski  has  remained  abreast  of  happenings  in  his 
homeland  and  traveled  across  the  nation  promoting  the 
cause  which  is  still  very  dear  to  him. 

"Poles  do  not  love  their  government  too  much,"  the 
soft-spoken  exile  told  a  crowd  gathered  for  one  of  Lenoir- 
Rhyne's  regular  Friday  Forums.  "They  decided  to  improve 
it  just  a  little.  The  movement  is  called  Solidarity." 

By  way  of  explaining  Solidarity  further,  Walendowski 
took  exception  to  his  billing  in  this  country  as  a  Polish 
"dissident."  "I  don't  like  thatterm,"  he  said.  "A  'dissident'  is 
a  person  who  splits  from  the  crowd,  who  tries  to  convince 
people  who  think  differently  that  he  knows  better." 

The  speaker  illustrated  at  some  length  that  he  believes 
this  to  be  far  from  the  truth  regarding  members  of  Solidar- 
ity. 

"In  1975-76,  when  the  now-famous  movement  was 
starting,  we — I  say  'we'  because  I  was  part  of  the 
movement — "  said  Walendowski,  choosing  his  words 
carefully  and  speaking  deliberately,  "we  were  a  handful  of 
individuals  who  decided  to  speak  out  openly  about  our 
beliefs,  our  ideas,  but  we  were  sure  the  population  was 
behind  us.  We  had  popular  support.  We  did  not  go  against 
the  mainstream;  we  were  encouraged  by  the  mainstream." 

To  lend  further  weight  to  his  point,  the  Forum  speaker 
revealed  that  Solidarity  boasts  10,000,000  members.  "It  is 
one  of  the  biggest  independent  labor  unions  in  the  world 
and  the  only  one  existing  in  the  Soviet  bloc,"  he  said. 

Again  stressing  the  absurdity  of  referring  to  a  body 
10, 000, 000- strong  as  so  many  "dissidents,"  Walendowski 
spoke  about  the  universal  nature  of  the  freedom  move- 
ment. "It  is  much,  much  more  than  a  labor  movement,"  he 
said. 

Without  addressing  his  audience's  probable  lack  of 
awareness  of  this  angle  on  the  Polish  situation,  Walen- 
dowski continued  with  his  theme.  "Solidarity  is  a  national 
movement,"  he  said.  "It  is  a  struggle  for  national  indepen- 
dence." He  referred  to  the  design  of  the  "Solidarnosc" 


("Solidarity")  buttons  distributed  that  day  as  he  said,  "The 
Polish  banner  is  used  as  a  symbol  of  the  movement.  They 
(Solidarity  members)  feel  that  they  represent  the  nation, 
and  it  is  true." 

In  a  more  direct  comment  on  the  somewhat  inaccurate 
impressions  left  on  Western  minds  by  the  media,  Walen- 
dowski stressed  that  Solidarity's  reason  for  existence  is  not 
strictly  economic.  Contrary  to  some  reports,  the  chief  goal 
of  Solidarity  protests  is  not  higher  wages,  not  free  Satur- 
days, not  more  wheat  in  stores,  etc. 

"The  character  of  the  movement  is  political  in  nature, 
and  there  is  nothing  wrong  with  that.  It  is  a  movement 


Walendowski 
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directed  against  the  prevailing  political  system,"  he  em- 
phasized. "It  is  a  movement  directed  against  to- 
talitarianism. This  is  the  main  characteristic  of  Solidarity." 

Walendowski  told  his  Lenoir-Rhyne  audience  that  the 
Communist  regime  imposed  in  Poland  afterWorld  War  II  is 
"foreign,  strange,  unwelcome,  suppressive,"  to  quote  his 
adjectives  directly.  Poles  have  struggled  against  that  re- 
gime since  its  inception,  and  its  legitimacy  was  always 
doubtful  in  Polish  minds. 

"The  last  250  years  of  Polish  history  show  that  a  tradi- 
tion of  fighting  for  independence  is  alive  in  the  Polish 
character,"  said  Walendowski,  referring  to  the  partitions  of 
Poland  which  began  in  the  18th  century  and  continued 
through  Hitler  and  Stalin's  time  into  the  present. 

"Dominence  by  the  Soviets  has  always  been  foreign  to 
Poles,"  declared  Walendowski,  "since  the  first  Christian 
Polish  king  was  baptized  by  missionaries  from  Rome.  A 
staunchly  Roman  Catholic  nation,  Poland  has  functioned 
as  a  part  of  Europe,  not  Russia,  since  that  time." 

The  visit  to  Poland  by  Pope  John  Paul  II  in  the  summer 
of  1980  greatly  helped  the  Solidarity  movement,  according 
to  Walendowski.  It  helped  the  Polish  population  regain 
national  pride  and  the  hope  that  something  could  be 
gained. 

A  further  characteristic  of  the  Solidarity  movement, 
noted  Walendowski,  is  that  it  is  a  young  movement.  Its 
prime  leaders  are  people  between  20  and  thirty  years  of 
age  who  do  not  remember  World  War  II  or  the  Stalinist 
years.  "Solidarity  leaders  like  myself  and  Lech  Walesa, 
who  are  over  35,  are  unusual,"  he  said. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  remarks  about  Poles'  view  of 
Solidarity,  Walendowski  presented  a  brief  word-picture  of 
the  movement  as  seen  through  Soviet  eyes.  He  then  dealt 
with  general  Western  perceptions  and  gave  some  pointers 
on  how  interested  persons  can  help  the  Solidarity  cause  if 
they  wish. 

"The  Soviets  view  Poland  as  a  piece  of  their  property 
which  they  fear  to  lose,"  he  explained.  "The  Solidarity 
movement  is  for  them  a  sort  of  dangerous  disease  that  can 
spread.  They  don't  like  it,  so  there  are  many  efforts  to  get  rid 
of  it.  They  (the  Soviets)  have  to  calculate  very  carefully  the 
cost  and  profit  involved  in  the  use  of  force  in  this  effort.  Let 
us  hope  that  the  potential  costs  will  keep  them  out  of 
Poland. 

"My  friends  in  Poland  are  very  pleased  to  learn  about 
America's  eloquent  official  stance  on  the  Polish  issue. 
They  feel  these  warnings  help  to  keep  the  Soviets  out  of 
Poland. 

"Please,  please,  do  not  look  at  Poland  as  part  of  the 
Soviet  domain,"  continued  Walendowski.  "Poles  value 
democracy  and  human  rights  as  much  as  you  do.  Publiciz- 
ing the  Solidarity  effort  in  America  is  a  big  help.  Reports 
that  come  to  Poland  through  Radio-Free  Europe  are  an 
important  source  of  information  for  Poles,  not  only  on  what 
is  happening  in  the  West  but  also  as  to  what  is  going  on  in 
Poland. 

"If  you  want  to  help  the  Solidarity  movement,  please  do 
it  now  before  it  is  too  late,"  said  Walendowski.  "The  news 
from  Poland  is  not  good,"  he  continued,  making  reference 


to  a  Polish  news  broadcast  that  counter-revolutionary  ef- 
forts are  trying  to  suppress  Solidarity.  The  news  was  simi- 
lar, Walendowski  noted,  to  reports  to  Soviet  propagandist 
efforts  prior  to  the  Czech  takeover  in  1968. 

The  Lenoir-Rhyne  visitor  encouraged  interested  per- 
sons to  contact  FRONTLASH,  the  Polish  Workers  Aid  Fund, 
in  Washington,  D.C.

Choir  performs  45th  tour 


The  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  A  Cap- 
pella  Choir,  under  the  direction  of  Pro- 
fessor E.  Ray  McNeely  of  the  music 
faculty,  took  its  45th  annual  spring 
concert  tour  during  early  April. 

The  68-voice  choir  and  the  accom- 
panying brass  ensemble  from  the  col- 
lege, underthe  direction  of  Dr.  Ralph  A. 
Gabriel,  performed  at  churches  in 
three  southern  states  during  the  tour. 
An  appearance  at  First  Methodist 
Church  of  Mt.  Holly,  N.C.,  sponsored 
by  Good  Shepherd  Lutheran  Church  of 
Mt.  Holly,  began  the  nine-performance 
tour.  An  April  12  appearance  at  the 
home  church,  St.  Andrew's  Lutheran  of 
Hickory,  concluded  it. 

Concerts  in  some  225  churches 
and  auditoriums  in  nearly  20  states 
since  1951  have  established  the 
Lenoir-Rhyne  choir  with  critics  as  far 
north  as  Boston,  west  to  Chicago  and 
south  to  Miami  and  New  Orleans.  The 
choir  also  completed  three  successful 
European  tours  in  1970,  1974  and 
1978. 

McNeely,  chairman  of  the  music 
department  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College, 
is  in  his  12th  year  as  director  of  the 
college  choir.  He  has  been  a  member 


of  the  music  faculty  for  15  years. 

An  accomplished  vocalist  himself, 
the  Lenoir-Rhyne  choir  director  ap- 
peared for  three  years  as  a  soloist  with 
the  Greensboro  Symphony  Orchestra 
and  toured  Latin  America  as  a  soloist 
with  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
Opera  Theatre. 

He  recently  performed  the  lead  role 
in  the  college's  production  of  "South 
Pacific."  McNeely  also  assisted  with 
the  introduction  and  use  of  the  Lu- 
theran Book  of  Worship  in  the  North 
Carolina  area.  He  will  be  serving  on  the 
National  Lutheran  Conference  for  Wor- 
ship and  music. 

McNeely  is  a  1963  graduate  of 
Lenoir-Rhyne  and  holds  a  master  of 
music  degree  from  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Greensboro. 

Gabriel  has  worked  closely  with  his 
colleague  in  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  music 
department  in  recent  years  to  blend  the 
music  of  his  brass  ensemble  into  choir 
concerts.  A  graduate  of  Ohio  State 
University,  Northwestern  University 
and  Florida  State  University,  he  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Lenoir-Rhyne 
faculty  since  1969.
